SANITARY  INSPECTOR’S  REPORT— JUNE,  1954. 


To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 

Norton  Rural  District  Council. 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

During  the  year  1953  the  major  proportion  of  progress  in  our  work 
seems  to  have  been  divided  between  Sewerage  and  Re-development 
Schemes.  These  are,  I  think,  very  much  to  your  credit  and  will  when 
finally  completed  effect  very  great  improvement  in  the  district. 

The  unfit  house  problem  has  not  made  much  headway,  but  1  am 
confident  that  next  year  it  will  be  possible  to  report  that  much  work  in 
this  sphere  will  have  been  proceeded  with.  The  difficulty  of  providing 
new  houses  quickly  enough  to  replace  the  worn  out  ones  is  a  very  real 
problemx,  not  only  from  the  financial  aspect,  but  also  having  regard  to 
the  small  labour  force  available  in  the  area.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  the 
much  talked  of  new  legislation  will  make  the  task  of  classifying  houses 
much  easier  b}^  giving  us  a  legal  standard  of  fitness  and  that  new  incen¬ 
tives  to  attract  owners  to  carry  out  repairs  and  improvements  will  prove 
successful. 

It  now  appears  that  additional  work  and  responsibility  is  to  be 
placed  upon  your  staff  by  the  re-opening  of  slaughterhouses,  and  the 
proposed  new  Food  and  Drugs  Bill  promises  to  give  us  further  powers  to 
deal  with  some  of  the  road  side  establishments  masquerading  under  the 
title  of  Cafe;  it  is  certainly  time  that  some  of  these  were  cleaned  up. 

I  am  glad  to  feel  that  the  work  and  difficulties  of  the  Public  Health 
Department  are  appreciated,  and  I  desire  to  record  my  sincere  thanks  to 
3’ou,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen,  for  your  support  and  interest.  We  have  a 
very  loyal  staff,  both  office  and  m.anual,  and  this  is  of  considerable  help. 
1  am  also  indebted  to  the  Clerk  of  the  Council  and  his  staff  for  their 
ready  co-operation  and  pleasant  relationship  with  the  department.

Prevention  of  Damage  by  Pests  Act,  1949. 

Routine  treatment  of  open  ditches  has  been  carried  out  as  usual 
during  cleansing  operations.  The  refuse  tips  are  remarkably  free  of 
rats  ;  no  doubt  this  is  due  to  the  fact  that  no  organic  matter  is  deposited. 

Eight  complaints  were  dealt  with  from  private  houses,  farm  houses, 
factories  and  hunt  kennels.  One  was  a  major  infestation,  and  was 
successfully  cleared,  upwards  of  350  rats  being  killed.  Sewers  in 
Westow  are  test  baited  but  no  infestation  has  as  yet  been  detected. 
It  is  pleasing  to  note  that  the  majority  of  farmers  have  entered  into 
contracts  with  the  County  Agricultural  Committee  and  that  the  Pests 
Officer  now  co-operates  fully  with  us  and  notifies  us  of  ail  action  which 
he  takes. 


Shops  Act,  1934. 

Twelve  premises  were  inspected.  No  contraventions  were  noted. 

Camping  Sites. 

No  sites  are  licensed  as  such  and  only  four  movable  dwellings  are 
licensed,  these  being  used  as  permanent  dwellings. 

Offensive  Trades. 

There  are  three  Knacker’s  Yards  within  the  district  ;  fat  melting  is 
carried  on  at  two  of  these  and  the  preparation  of  hound  food  at  the 
third  and  it  is  here  that  regular  treatment  has  to  be  exercised  against 
rats. 


Slaughter  Houses. 

There  are  no  slaughter  houses  in  use  within  the  District.  A  large 
number  of  pigs  are  slaughtered  annually  for  private  use,  but  no  notifica¬ 
tion  of  this  is  made  to  the  Department  and  therefore  no  details  can  be 
given. 

Slaughter  of  Animals  Act,  1933. 

Thirty-six  persons  in  the  District  are  licensed  under  this  Act  to 
slaughter  animals. 

Eradication  of  Bed  Bugs. 

No  cases  of  bug  infestation  have  been  discovered.

No  further  progress  has  been  made  in  the  much  needed  improvement 
of  sanitary  conveniences  and  washing  facilities. 

Factories. 

Sixty-five  vists  have  been  made  under  the  Factories  Act.  In  no 
case  was  it  necessary  to  take  action  for  contraventions.

Rural  Housing  Survey. 

It  has  been  impossible  to  carry  out  any  of  tlvs  work  during  the 
year,  but  in  view  of  statements  made  by  the  Minister  of  Housing  and 
Local  Government  there  is  no  doubt  that  this  branch  of  housing  work 
will  have  to  be  concentrated  upon  in  the  next  year.  As  1  have  previously 
stated,  there  is  a  very  high  percentage  of  unfit  houses  in  this  District, 
very  little  is  done  in  the  way  of  maintenance  and  the  position  tends  to 
become  worse.  Very  few  applications  for  Improvement  Grants  have 
been  received  and  the  few  have  been  in  res])ect  of  owner  occupied 
dwellings.

Water  Samples. 

Thirty  samples  of  water  were  submitted  for  Bacteriological 
examination.  Eight  were  of  raw  water,  five  were  satisfactory  and 
three  unsatisfactory.  Twenty-twc  were  of  treated  water,  twenty-one 
being  satisfactory  and  one  being  unsatisfactory.  Of  the  raw  waters, 
one  was  from  a  private  well  and  seven  from  one  private  supply 
which  was  eventually  corrected.  Of  the  treated  waters,  the  one 
unsatisfactory  sample  was  from  one  Regional  Supply  and  it  was 
lound  that  the  chlorinator  had  been  temporarily  out  of  order. 

Public  Cleansing. 

1.  Refuse  Collection. 

The  monthly  collection  of  unburnable  refuse  has  continued  to 
function  satisfactorily. 

2.  Septic  Tanks,  Cesspools  and  Sewage  Disposal. 

1  his  service  has  entailed  as  usual  a  good  deal  of  work  and  time; 
difriculties  in  the  disposal  of  the  contents  of  septic  tanks  are  still  being 
met  with.  Some  septic  tanks  are  still  giving  much  trouble  and  frequent 
pumping  is  required.  Ihese  are  situated  at  Staxton,  Willerby,  East 
I'leslerton  and  Rillington  and  it  is  hoped  that  sewerage  schemes  for 
these  areas  will  relieve  the  difficulties  now  met  with. 

(icnerally  speaking  the  existing  sewage  works  are  giving  satisfactor\^ 
results.  There  is  one  exception  at  Sherburn  and  the  cause  ol  the 
trouble  here  has  not  yet  been  defined. 
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3.  Open  Ditches. 

The  cleansing  of  ditches  was  not  carried  out  as  expeditiously  as 
usual  due  to  more  demands  on  our  staff  for  pumping  out  cesspools,  etc. 
We  have  only  two  free  days  per  week,  and  these  are  allocated  to  ditch 
cleaning,  septic  tank  cleansing,  rat  eradication,  hedging  and  other 
miscellaneous  tasks.  However,  by  the  end  of  the  year  we  had  almost 
completed  the  circuit  of  ditches.  The  stream  at  Settrington  took  up 
much  more  time  than  usual,  due  to  a  heavy  deposit  of  silt  washed 
in  by  private  cleansing  operations  on  a  nearby  fish  pond. 
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
